At  the  ])rescnt  liinc,  tlic  (H'^anization.  cM|ui|);iicnt  aiul  main- 
tenance of  public  fire  dei)artments  is  universally  regarded  as  a 
function  of  municipal  q-overnment.  ()ri,<,nnally.  the  work  of  ex- 
tiiiy-uishinL,'-  tires  was  a  purely  voluntary  undertakin.i,^.  In  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  the  work  nf  tire  extinj^uishment  has. 
from  the  he.i^inninq-,  been  re.qarded  as  a  public  undertaking-.  Tntil 
18.)n.  rir  thereabouis,  all  fire  brit^ades  were  ciim])(ised  of  volunte -rs 
•  iri^ani/ed  throuq-Ji  the  co-operative  enter])rise  of  the  citizens  of  a 
town.  In  due  course,  these  voluntary  orLranizati<ins  ijave  a\  to 
partly-paid  or  retained  briij^ades  and  these,  in  turn,  were  replaced 
in  all  the  lari;er  cities  by  pcrnuuient  fully-paid  depa-  iments  These 
chanjj;-es  were  brou,i::ht  about  by  increasing  exigencies  of  the  ser- 
vice conse(|Uent  U])on  urban  growth  and  by  the  introduction  of 
highly  specialized  fire  apparatus  which  demanded  skilled  oi)eration. 


CITY  OF  WINNIPEG  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Winnipeg  fire  department  commenced  its  existence  in 
1874  as  a  volunteer  force.  The  equipment  was  on  a  par  with  the 
size  of  the  city. 

Starts  in  Log  Building. 

The  first  fire  station  was  a  log  building  on  what  is  now  Lom- 
bard avenue.  When  it  was  constructed  many  old-timers  grumbled 
because  it  was  too  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city. 

In  the  spring  of  187")  the  city  fathers  erected  a  better  fire 
station,  complete  with  fire  alarm  bell  of  the  hand  variety  and  hose 
tower. 

In  1877  a  hose  and  engine  company  of  ten  men.  and  a  hook 
and  ladder  company  of  20  men  was  formed.  The  brigade  lasted 
\\\Q  ye;irs  when  the  city  coimcil  decided  it  was  time  to  organize  a 
])ermanent,  paid  fire  department. 

In  1884  it  consisted  of  three  steam  fire  engines,  two  double 
chemical  outfits,  one  single  chemical  engitie.  three  horse  hose  reels, 
four  spare  reels,  one  hook  and  ladder  truck  and  8.700  feet  of  hose. 
The  total  force  comprised  r?6  men  and  17  horses. 

The  department  now  is  distributed  over  the  city  in  lo  tire  sta- 
tions. There  are  207  men  on  the  permanent  force.  This  comprises 
one  chief,  one  a.s-sistant  chief,  three  district  chiefs,  one  secretary, 
two  clerks,  one  stenogra]>her,  one  motor  mechanic,  15  captains,  15 
lieutenants,  four  engineers,  four  assistant  engineers  and  158  men. 

The  dennrtmeni  possesses  six  chemical^.  17  h.ose  wacoiis. 
seven  motor  hose  wagons,  two  motor  pumps  and  hose  wagons 
combined,   four  steam   fire  engines,  three  ariel   ladder  trucks,  75-
